Along with husband Kevin, the rac¬ 
ing mom got to bask in the glow of their 
daughter Kourtney’s happiness of quali¬ 
fying for the mini stocks feature and then 
going the distance in the 20-lap feature.

Aside from rolling the 
car in her fourth-ever race and flipping 
it after making contact two years ago, her 
mini stocks career has been injury-free.

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New Tory leader lacked full support of Niagara ridings 



Patrick Brown is the Ontario 
Progressive Conservative Par¬ 
ty’s new leader — but not all 
ridings in Niagara threw their 
support behind the man. 

The 36-year-old lawyer, a 
lifelong resident of Barrie, 
has served as a Tory MP since 
2006. He handily defeated his 
main rival Christine Elliott 
during Saturday's party elec¬ 
tion in Toronto. 

But he didn’t have the Nia¬ 
gara Falls riding in his comer. 


Election results released by 
the party showed Elliott, who 
on May 2 made a campaign 
stop in Fort Erie for an event 
with MP Rob Nicholson, won 
the Niagara Falls riding with 
57 of its 100 electoral points. 
Brown received 43. 

Brown did have overwhelm¬ 
ing support in Niagara's other 
three ridings, the electoral 
point breakdown shows. 

He won 70-30 in St. 
Catharines, 68-32 in Welland 
and 64-36 in Niagara West- 
Glanbrook, the riding held by 


former party leader and sit¬ 
ting MPP Tim Hudak. 

Hudak stepped down as

He could not be reached 
for comment on the weekend,

President-elect of the Rotary club, 
Frank Adamson said the new obsta- 

Bissel's makes it more challenging and 
moreiun. 

There are tarps to slide down hills, mud 
pits, ponds, walls to climb over, ropes to 
climb under and many more obstacles to 
keep people busy on course. 

Mike Taylor, member of the Rotary 
Club of Fonthill, said the event is sub¬ 
stantial for the club and one of its biggest 
fundraisers. 

Taylor has participated in the past two 
Mudfests. He said the course was a chal¬ 
lenge, but that it's a great way to get in 
some exercise, no matter your age or fit¬ 
ness level. 

“There were others of us who were just 
happy to crawl across the finish line," he 

Taylor also said that it's a chance for 
people to face some of their fears — ref¬ 
erencing the 10- to 15-foot wall partici¬ 
pants will be climbing over, which will be 
a challenge for those afraid of heights. 

“There's something in it for anybody 
really,” said Taylor. 

Adamson said people should expect 
“fun, food, booze, a T-shirt, entertain¬ 
ment,” at the Saturday event More than 
200 people have already registered and 
organizers are aiming to raise that to 300 

The registration fee is $75 dollars, and 
all proceeds go to End Polio Now and 
Wellspring Niagara. The Rotary club is 
also looking for corporate sponsors that 
are interested in sponsoring students so 
they can register for a discounted price 
of $25. Because of the obstacles, there is 
a minimum age restriction of 15. 

Adamson said the Rotary club is 
grateful to Bissell's for allowing use of 
its grounds for the event and for helping 
with the setup of obstacles.
